STRIKE POSTPONED 48 HOURS; FACTIONS RESUME 
NEGOTIATIONS FOR ADJUSTMENT OF CONTROVERSY 
Mediators Gain Time In 
Efforts To Settle Dispute; 


Outlook Is Bright For 


Prevention Of Walkout 


(BULLETIN) 


New York, March 17—Secretary of the Interior 


Lane at 3:36 this afternoon announced that the rail- 
road strike has been postponed forty-eight hours. 


His statement follows: 
"At our request and out of appreciation of the 


national situation, the brotherhoods and the railroad 
managers have resumed negotiations and in the hope 
that some adjustment may be had that will avoid the 
necessity for a strike, the brotherhoods wired or tele- 
phoned their general chairmen asking that all action 
be postponed for 48 hours and unless prior to that 
time advised of a settlement, the men will leave the 
service under the authority already given." 


The statement was signed by Secretary Lane, 


Daniel Willard and Secretary of Labor Wilson, the 
three members of the national council of defense 
committee appointed mediators by President Wilson, 


It was pointed but that this postponement of 48 


hours will allow time for a possible decision by the 
supreme court on the constitutionality of the Adam- 
son law on Monday? 


The agreement was reached after a night and day of practi- 


cally uninterrupted mediation and conferences. 


Both the brotherhoods' chiefs and the railroad managers came 


from the conference room in the happiest mood they exhibited in 
the last ten days. 


Their apparent optimism was taken by observers as an indica- 


tion of confidence in the ultimate outcome of the negotiations. 


Daniel Willard, president of the Baltimore & Ohio, was asked 


what he thought of the situation.

Czar Issues Manifesto Bequeathing Heritage To Grand Duke Michael 


Petrograd, March 17.—Czar Nicholas, abdicated ruler of all Russia, has issued this mani- 


festo: 


. 
"To all our faithful subjects it is best known in the days of the great struggle against a for- 


eign enemy who has been endeavoring for three years to enslave our country, that it has 
pleased God.to send Russia further painful trial. Internal troubles threatened fatally to affect 
the further progress of this obstinate war and to affect Russia's destinies. Her heroic army, the 
happiness of the people, the whole future of the beloved fatherland, demand that the war 
should be conducted at all costs to a victorious end. "The cruel enemy is making his last ef- 
forts," the manifesto continued. "The moment is near when our valiant army,' in concert 
with our glorious allies, will finally over-throw the enemy. 
"In these decisive days we realize 


we owe to the people a close union and organization of all forces for realization of a rapid vic- 
tory. Therefore, in agreement with the Imperial Duma, we recognize it is for the country's 
good that we should abdicate the crown and lay down supreme power. Not wishing to separate 
ourselves from our belo'ved son, we bequeath the heritage to our brother, the Grand Duke 
Michael, with our blessing for the future throne, that he may govern it in full union with the 
national representatives and take inviolate oath to them in the name of our well beloved father- 
land. We call all fail Mul sons of the fatherland to fulfill their sacred patriotic dnty of obey- 
:ing the czar at this painful moment of national trials, and to aid him together with the nation's 
representatives, to conduct the Russian state in the way of prosperity and glory. May God 
help Russia!".

ners. today at Compiegne 
brought down in blazing fury, 
a giant German Zeppelin, one 
of a number apparently re- 
turning from a raid on Eng- 
land. It fell in one of the 
main streets of the city, a 
charred mass. Those of its 
crew who remained aboard 
were burned into unrecogniz- 
able masses., Two or three of 
the crew, mad with pain of 


the "flames and certain death, 
preferred to meet it other- 
wise than in a mass of fire 
and jumped thousands of feet 
to the earth. The great Zep- 
. pelin'broke ill two just before 
it landed a blazing, almost 
molten bass. The wreckage 
was still smouldering late 
today. 


Thousands gathered in the 


streets to listen to the rattle 
of the anti-aircraft guns and 
to cheer the marksmen. When 
the monster of the sky was 
hit there was a tremendous 


out-burst of cheering. 


Meanwhile the Zeppelins 


from their vast height aloft 
had launched several bombs 
at the town. No one was hurt 
by them and the damage 
was insignificant. Paris got 
part of the Zeppelin scare 
when the alarm was sounded 
at 4 o'clock in the morning. 
But the Zeppelins didn't ar- 
rive as expected. This was the 
first raid in which Zeppelins 
have participated since the 
death of their inventor.

6 p. m. on Saturday, March 17, 1917, all fixomotive engineers, fire- 
men, train conductor! and brakemen OB a number of important rail- 
road systems, including the Baltimore and Ohio, will stop work in a 
body unless otherwise ordered; in other words, go on strike. 


Such action under any circumstances would be a serious menace 


to the public welfare, and I am unwilling to believe that the rumors 
are well founded, at least so far as Baltimore and Ohio employees 
an concerned. In any event, if such action is even under contempla- 
tion it seems to me only fair to the men in the service of this com- 
pany that I should state the situation clearly as it is understood by 
'me.

On September 2,1916, the Congress of the United States passed 


the so-called Adamson Eight-Hour Law, to become effective on Jan- 
uary '1, 1917. This act, as you know, was hastily prepared, was lii- 
defiuite'in its terms, and in addition to this, many able lawyers and 
others felt that the law itself was unconstitutional, consequently the 
Supreme'-Court was asked to say first whether the law was constitu- 
tional or not, and second, if constitutional, how it should be inter- 
preted and applied. 


The case was argued before the Supreme Court on January 8, 9 


and 10,1917. Fending a decision of the case-the railroads were in- 
structed to keep their records of the time worked by the various em- 
ployees affected by the law, so that whatever final conclusion might 
be reached concerning the law" the men should receive the full bene- 
fit from th oat when the law was to become effective, that is to say, 
January 1,1917.. • 


The Baltimore and Ohio Company is so keeping the time of all 


of its employees affected, and if the law is declared constitutional it 
expects to pay, and will pay by special voucher, the increased wages 
due any employee since January 1 ,1917. 
/ 


. The Baltimore and Ohio Company offered last summer, when this 


matter was under discnssion, and again proposes that if the law is 
found to be constitutional, to have all 'matters in this controversy 
submitted to arbitration before a board of arbitrators to be chosen 
by the President of the United States. 


Certainly no fairer .proposition was ever submitted by any com- 


pany to its employees. No fairer proposition can be submitted. To 
go-further than the Baltimore and Ohio Company is willing to go, 
would simply be yielding to force and not to £ he spirit of fair dealing. 


It is not necessary that Baltimore and Ohio employees should 


strike in order to obtain fair treatment, either, in this or any other 
case. This controversy can be settled in an orderly way and settled 
fairly, and it should be kept in mind that the question submitted to 
the Supreme Court was a very complicated and important one, and 
furthermore there were other cases before the Court which had to be 
decided in proper order, and no one, I am sure, would wish to have 
tKis matter passed upon hastily or incompletely by such an impor- 
tant tribunal as the Supreme Court of the United States,. 


It has been stated that the employees on some of the other lines 


1 will not be affected by the strike order. Is this because they are more 
loyal to their employers or are they more patriotic citizens than the 
employees of the Baltimore and Ohio Company? I cannot believe that 
such is the case. "

I cannot believe, nor will I believe, that Baltimore and Ohio em- 


ployees will without cause take hasty, unwarranted and unnecessary 
action, the direct effect of which will be to bring, great inconvenience, 
if not real distress, to large numbers, and which might and probably 
would do great and unforeseen harm in other directions.

I hope it will never be said that Baltimore and Ohio employees,

STRIKE POSTPONED 48 HOURS; FACTIONS RESUME 
NEGOTIATIONS FOR ADJUSTMENT OF CONTROVERSY 
Mediators Gain Time ID 
Efforts To Settle Dispute; 
Outlook Is Bright For 


Prevention Of Walkout 


(BULLETIN) 


New York, March 17—Secretary of the Interior 


Lane at 3:36 this afternoon announced that the rail- 
road strike has been postponed forty-eight hours. 


His statement follows: 
"At our request and out of appreciation of the 


national situation, the brotherhoods and the railroad 
managers have resumed negotiations and in the hope 
that some adjustment may be had that will avoid the 
necessity for a strike, the brotherhoods wired or tele- 
phoned their general chairmen asking that all action 
be postponed for 48 hours and unless prior to that 
time advised of a settlement, the men will leave the 
service under the authority already given." 


The statement was signed by Secretary Lane, 


Daniel Willard and Secretary of Labor Wilson, the 
three members of the national council of defense 
committee 'appointed mediators by President Wilson. 


It was pointed but that this postponement of 48 


hours will allow time for a possible decision by the 
supreme court on the constitutionality of the Adam- 
son law on Monday! 


The agreement was reached after a night and day of . practi- 


cally uninterrupted mediation and conferences. 


Both the brotherhoods' chiefs and the railroad managers came 


from the conference room in the happiest mood they exhibited in 
the last ten days. 


Their apparent optimism was taken by observers as an indica- 


tion of confidence in the ultimate outcome of the negotiations.

molten bass. The wreckage 
was still smouldering late 
today.

to cheer the marksmen. When 
the monster of the sky was 
hit there was a tremendous 


out-burst of cheering. 


Meanwhile the Zeppelins 


from their vast height aloft 
had launched several bombs 
at the town. No one was hurt 
by them and the damage 
was insignificant. Paris got 
part of the Zeppelin scare 
when the alarm was sounded 
at 4 o'clock in the morning. 
But the Zeppelins didn't ar- 
rive as expected. This was the 
first raid in which Zeppelins 
have participated since the 
death of their inventor.

been affected by the news from 
Petrograd, seeing therein the fail- 
ure of German plans and the cer- 
tainty that instead of Russia 
growing weaker as the war pro- 
gresses, she is likely to grow 
stronger with a new government 
animated by united determination 
to do its best against Germany.

Dispatches from Vienna today

That the government did 
not regard this impression as one 
favorable to continuance of tho 
military autocracy was indicated 
in the return to the Austrian cap- 
ital of the emperor and the de- 
asrturc from Berlin for Vienna of 
Imperial German Chancellor Von 
Bcthmann-Hnllwcg. 


Meanwhile German newspapers 


b«il the chancellor'« speech as 
one of the most momentous in 


German history. 


Additional details printed in 


these articles indicated a drama- 
tic scene in the Prussian Diet on 
this occasion. Socialist speakers 
bitterly denounced the govern- 
ment and the "sins of those in 
power.'' 


"Absolutism" was one of the 


targets of their attack. Several 


speakers declared the time was 
coming when tho nation- would 
arise and sweep "junkcrism' 
away. 


"We are no longer serfs whom 


the king can buy or sell," de- 
clared the Socialist Deputy Le'm- 
crt,. or "order' us to bleed to 
death at his command. AVe have 
reached political manhood." 


It was in reply to this outburst,

To AD Officers and Employees: 


It has been broadly stated in the press tor several days past that 


6 p. m. on Saturday, March 17, 1917, all locomotive engineers, fire- 
men, train conductors and brakemen on a number of important rail- 
road systems, including the Baltimore and Ohio, will stop work is a 
body unless otherwise ordered; in other words, go on strike. 


Such action under any circumstances would be a serious menace 


to the public welfare, and I am unwilling to believe that the rumors 


. are well founded, at least so far as Baltimore and Ohio employees 


•re concerned. In any event, if such action is even under contempla- 
tion it seems to me only fair to the men in the service of this com- 
pany that I should state the situation clearly as it is understood by 
me. 
, 


On September 2,1916, the Congress of the United States passed 


.the go-called Adamson Eight-Hour Law, to become effective on Jan- 
nary 1,1917. This act, as yon know, was hastily prepared, was in- 
definite in its terms, and in addition to this, many able lawyers and 
others felt thai the law itself was unconstitutional, consequently the 
Supreme Court was asked to say first whether the law was constitu- 
tional or not, and second, if constitutional, how it should be inter- 
preted and applied. 


The ease wa» argued before the Supreme Court on January 8, 9 


and 10,1917. Fending a decision of the case the railroads were in- 
structed to keep their records of the time worked by the various em- 
ployees affected by the law, so that whatever final conclusion might' 
be reached concerning the law the men should receive the full bene- 
fit from th dat when the law was to become effective, that is to1 say, 
January 1,1917. 


The Baltimore and Ohio Company is so keeping the time cf all 


of its employees affected, and if the law is declared constitutional it 
expects to pay, and will pay by special voucher, the increased wages 
due any employee since January 1 ,1917. 


The Baltimore and Ohio Company offered last summer, when this 


matter was under discussion, and again proposes 'that if the law is 
found to be constitutional, to have all matters in this controversy 
submitted to arbitration before a board of arbitrators to be chosen 
by the President of the United States. 


Certainly no fairer proposition was ever submitted by any com- 


pany to its employees. No fairer proposition can be submitted. To 
go further than the Baltimore and Ohio Company is willing to go, 
would simply be yielding to force and not to the spirit of fair dealing. 


It is not necessary that Baltimore and Ohio employees should 


Strike in order to obtain fair treatment, either in this or any other 
cue. 
This controversy can be settled in an orderly way and settled 


fairly, and it should be kept in mind that the question submitted to 
the Supreme Court was a very complicated and important one, and 
furthermore there were other cases before the Court which had to be 
decided in proper order, and no one, I am sure, would wish to have 
this matter passed upon hastily or incompletely by such an impor- 
tant tribunal as the Supreme Court of the United States. 


It has been stated that the employees on some of the other lines 


will not be affected by the strike order. Is this because they are more ~ 
loyal to their employers or are they more patriotic citizens than the 
employees of the Baltimore and Ohio Company? I cannot believe that 
inch is the case. 


I cannot believe, nor will I believe, that Baltimore and Ohio em- • 


ployees will without cause take hasty, unwarranted and unnecessary 
action, the direct effect of which will be to bring great inconvenience, 
if not real distress, to large numbers, and which might and probably 
Would do great and unforeseen harm in other directions. 


' I hope it will never be said that Baltimore and Ohio employees, 


in a time like this, took action which gave satisfaction, aid and com- 
fort to those opposed to the welfare of the .United States.

And last, but not 
Jcast, let not ibe omission made of him, who put .the actual torch in 
i'th'e flame of the revolution, the matchless orator, Patrick Henry, an 
Irishman, of course.

Petrograd, March 17.—Czar Nicholas, abdicated ruler of all Russia, has issued this mani- 
festo:

"To all our faithful subjects it Js best known in the days of tbe great straggle against a for- 


eign enemy who has been endeavoring for three years to enslave our country, that it has 
pleased God to send Russia; further painful trial. Internal-troubles threatened fatally to affect 
the further progress of this obstinate war and to affect Russia's destinies. Her heroic army, the 
happiness of the people, the whole future of the beloved fatherland, demand that the war 
should be conducted at all costs to a victorious end. "The cruel enemy is making his last ef- 
forts," the manifesto continued. "The moment is near when our valiant army, in concert 
with oar glorious allies, will finally over-throw the enemy. 
"In these decisive days we realize 


we owe to the people a close union and organization of all forces for realization of a rapid vic- 
tory. Therefore, - in agreement with th'e Imperial Duma, we recognize it is for the country's 
good that we should abdicate the crown and lay down supreme power. Not wishing to separate 
onrsekes from our beloved son, we bequeath the heritage to our brother, the Grand Duke 
Michael, with our blessing for-the future throne, that he may govern-it in fnll union with the 
national representatives and take inviolate oath to them in the name of our well beloved father- 
land. We call all,faithful sons of the fatherland to fulfill their sacred patriotic duty of obey- 
ing the czar at this poinful moment of national trials, and to aii him together with the nation's 
representatives, to conduct the Russian state in the way of prosperity and glory May God 
help Russia!"

St. Patrick is the most widely popular of all saints, if it be not 


Irreverent to apeak of men of great sanctity by such comparison. Re- 
gard for him is not circumscribed 'by country or creed. In the mil- 
lions, who are today wearing.the greenest ^of green there are many, 
in whose veins runs not a drop of Erin's red blood and who agree 
not in the faith to which the sons of those to whom Patrick gave it 
have never wavered in loyalty. 


Of course, on March 17 the Shamrock is always justly pre- 


eminent, being the symbol by which Patrick taught and the emblem 
of Ireland, but there is one little memento we see worn today thaT 
strikes us as being most appropriate, the interwoven flags of Erin 
and America. Sight of it brought to mind, how perverted and sup- 
piessed history is and how few {here are that really know the rea- 
sons why the Sunburst and the Stars and Stripes fit so well together. 
jlost of our school histories are written by Yankee professors and 
when they come to the revolution they give an altogether colored 
and distorted view of that momentous struggle. They magnify the 
dory and importance of the part taken therein by New England, 
they totally igaore tb.6 help rendered by one race, the Irish, with- 
out whose unanimous support, according to no less an eminent au- 
thority than George Washington himself, he and his small band of 
patriots would have mosriikely been hung as rebels, as they hide 
the fact, that not considering the population of Irish blood, over 
half of the people were Tories, that is adherents of the British gov- 
ernment. 
\ 
, 


Divided as we see them by religion in native land, it was singu- 


lar that in this country's war, "the Wild Geese," as the Irish of 
those times were called, were united to a man in the struggle for 
liberty and therein Catholic and Protestant alike were for Amer- 
ica first, last and all the time. They gave property and life gener- 
ously and without reserve! It was the Irishman, John, the Irish 
speaker of the Vermont assembly, who really aroused New England 
% standing in his place and in simple words that moved pledging 
every bit and piece of his property, and he was extremely wealthy 
for those days, to the support of the cause. The Friendly Sons of 
St. Patrick, of which Washington was a member, gave *563jOOO 
to congress at the time when Washington issued orders to the farm- 
ers of Delaware and Pennsylvania that he would hang them higher 
than Hainan, if they did not quit burning their crops to keep his 
starving and barefooted soldiers from finding provisions and forage. 
Seven Irishmen signed the Declaration of Independence, over half 
the fighting men were Irish, in the Carolinas practically all the 
fighting was done by Irish Presbyterians, the backbone and founder 
o£ the navy, Commodore Barry, was an Irishman, Greene, Knox, 
Mad Anthony AVaync and Sullivan, who whipped Indians and their 
Tory allies, after Gates had refused to take the commission, were 
all Irishmen. Captain Molly Pitcher, whose husband was killed at 
the- battle of Monmouth while she was carrying water to him as 
lie was firing his cannon and who thereupon took charge of it and 
used it with deadly effect until the victory was won, was a real 
Irish lady and the only li^oman who has ever held a commission ill 
tiic United'States~armyTT'here was one man, arid he'an Irishman, 
to whom Washington gave especial praise, saying of him: "Of all 
men whose influence was potent in securing the success of the revo- 
lution, Bishop Carroll, of Baltimore, did the most." George III of 
England called Bishop Carroll Washington's Richelieu and declar- 
ed he would not sign the Catholic emancipation bill because of the 
part played in the revolution 'by the brave and gallant brother of 
tlie man who signed the Declaration of Independence, Charles Car- 
roll, i)i Carrollton, in order that he might not lessen his chances of 
being hung along with his fellow members, if the revolution failed, 
there 'being so many other Charles Carrolls in the colonies, as there 
ivcre countless Dillons, O'Neills, O'Kcefes, O'Farrells, O'Meras, 
Xugfnts, Lyncu's, Flynns, Murphys, Walshs, Riordans, Sweeneys, 
FitzGeralds, FitzMaurices. O'Malleys, Barrys, Tobins, Mahoneys, 
Whites, Seotts, Browns, Moores and the like.

Baltimore, Mi, March 16,1917. 


To AD Officers and Employees: 


It has been broadly stated in the press for several days part that 


6 p. m. on Saturday, March 17, 1917, all Wcomotive engineers, firc- 


, men, train conductors and brakemen on a number of important rail- 


road systems, including the Baltimore and Ohio, will stop work in a 
body unless otherwise ordered; in other words, go on strike. 


Such action under any circumstances would be a serious menace 


to the public welfare, and I am unwilling to believe that the rumors 
an well founded, at least so far as Baltimore and Ohio employees 
an concerned. In any event, if such action is even under contempt 
tion it seems to me only fair to the men in the service of this com- 
pany that I should state the situation clearly as it is understood by, 
me. 
' 
On September 2,1916, the Congress of the United States passed 


the so-called Adamson Eight-Hour Law, to become effective on Jan- 
uary 1, 1917. This act, as you know, was hastily prepared, was in- 
definite'in its terms, and in addition to this, many able lawyers and 
others felt that the law itself was unconstitutional, consequently the 
Supreme Court was asked to say first whether the law was constitu-' 
tional or not, and second, if constitutional, how it should be inter- 
preted and applied. 


The case was argued before the Supreme Court on January 8, 9 


and 10,1917. Pending a decision of the caae-the railroads were in- 
'struoted to keep their records of the time worked by the various em- 
ployees affected by the law, so that whatever final conclusion might 
be reached concerning the law7 the men should receive the full bene- 
fit from th dat when the law was to become effective, that is to sdy, 
January 1,1917. • • 


The Baltimore and Ohio Company is so keeping the time of all 


of its employees affected, and if the law is declared constitutional it 
expects to pay, and will pay by special voucher, the increased wages 
due any employee since January 1 ,1917. 
' 


. The Baltimore and Ohio Company offered last summer, when_this 


matter was under discussion, and again proposes that if the law is 
found to be constitutional, to have all 'matters in this controversy 
submitted to arbitration before a board of arbitrators to be chosen 
by the President of the United States. 


Certainly no fairer .proposition was ever submitted by any com-, 


pany to its employees. No fairer proposition can be submitted. To 
go further than the Baltimore and Ohio Company is willing to go, 
would simply be yielding to force and not to jthe spirit of fair dealing. 


It is not necessary that Baltimore and Ohio employees should 


strike in order to obtain fair treatment, either, in this or any other 
case. This controversy can be settled in an orderly way and settled 
fairly, and it should be kept in mind that the question submitted to 
the Supreme Court was a very complicated and important one, and 
furthermore there were other cases before the Court which had to be 
decided in proper order, and no one, I am sure, would wish to have 
this matter passed upon hastily or incompletely by such an impor- 
tant tribunal as the Supreme Court of the United States. - 


It has been stated that the employees on some of the other lines 


'•will not be affected by the strike order. Is this because they are more 


• loyal to their employers or are they more patriotic citizens than the 


employees of the Baltimore and Ohio Company? I cannot believe that 
such is the. case. 


I cannot believe, nor will I believe, that Baltimore and Ohio em- 


ployees will without cause take hasty, unwarranted and unnecessary 
action, the direct effect of which will be to bring-, great inconvenience, 
if not real distress, to large numbers, and which might and probably 
would do great and unforeseen harm in other directions. 


I hope it will never be said that Baltimore and Ohio employees, 


. in a time like this, took action which gave satisfaction, aid and com- 


fort to those opposed to the welfare of the United States.
